TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Londonderry vn the County 
of Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Londonderry, on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing vear and make appropri- 
ations of the same. 


2. To raise money for the repair of roads and bridges, 
for Memorial Day, and for any other article embraced in this 
warrant. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum $1,789.50 
for State Aid Construction, the State to give $1,789.00, mak- 
ing $3,578.50, the same to be expended on the Litchfield road. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise a sum sufficient 
to rebuild the Londonderry half of the Beaver Brook bridge 
at West Windham. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 in trust, the income to be expended for the perpetual 
care of the Sarah E. Barker lot in Pleasant View cemetery. 
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7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to accept from the Estate of David W. Ela the sum 
of One Hundred Dollars, upon condition that the income 
from the same shall be annually expended for the perpetual 
care of the Ela lot in the Valley Cemetery, so called, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue certain por- 
tions of the town highway known as the Rockingham Road, 
the use of such portions of highway being no longer required 
by reason of the relocation of same; and to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to petition the Superior Court for its consent to such 
discontinuance if such procedure is necessary, and to do all 
other things necessary in connection therewith. 


9. 'To see if the Town will vote to discontinue, subject to 
gates and bars, the highway leading from the Rockingham 
Road over “Jack’s Bridge,” so called, to the dwelling of Wil- 
liam Hill, or to pass any vote relating thereto. 


10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to dis- 
pose of all real estate acquired by the town through Tax Col- 
~ lector’s deeds, and any other lots owned but no longer of any 
use to the town. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to take over the former 
Manchester and Derry electric car track, beginning at Pills- 
bury Road running to land of Clara Boles, thence lane con- 
necting former car track with Hovey Road, or pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


12. To bring in your ballots for all necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year. 


13. To act on any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting and appropriate money for the same.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Londonderry School Board: 


The financial summary and budget are presented in three 
column form, the same as last year. This arrangement makes 
it convenient for those who desire to compare the expenses 
and income of last year with the current year and also to see 
at a glance how the estimated figures for next year, begin- 
ning July 1, 1934, and ending June 30, 1935, compare with 
those for the current year. 


From these data, it appears that certain necessary repairs 
on schoolhouses will add about $200 and that High School 
tuition will add another $200 to the estimates of the current 
year, 

The total available resources as estimated for next year 
amount to $2,329.51. This indicates a tax-levy of $13,721.91, 
which is about $100 less than that estimated for the current 
year and $2,690.05 less than for the last complete year 
which ended June 30, 1933. 


This current year it became necessary to secure new 
teachers for Districts No. 1 and 3, For each of these an ex- 


perienced teacher was found. 


MEETING HicgH ScHOOL REQUIREMENTS 


The greatest need today in the Londonderry Schools is a 
check up on the preparation which these schools provide for 
those who enter high schools. 


Promotion examinations of the same kind as those made 


use of in the Derry, Schools have already been started.
